A reader asked me several weeks 
ago to discuss the problem of lisp­ 
ing. What is its cause and what is 
its treatment. 
I did not know anything about 
’he subject, but the idea of it inter­ 
ested me and kept persisting in my 
thoughts, so I visited a large speech 
disorder clinic and investigated. As 
is usual when one starts on what 
seems a small topic, I soon found 
that the 
question involved 
vast 
realms of human experience and 
psychology. 
To get the definitions and funda­ 
mental questions over first, lisping 
is technically classified as Paralalia. 
This includes all speech defects in 
which there is the production of a 
distinctly different sound from that 
desired. Very precise diagnosticians 
differentiate the various type* of 
lisping as follows: rhotacism, for 
difficulties with the r sounds: lamb- 
doctism, for difficulties with the 
I sounds, sigmatism, for difficulties 
with the s sounds. 
Seldom the t au** 


Physical difficulties with the vo­ 
cal apparatus are almost never the 
cause of lisping .Tongue-tie, for in­ 
stance. rarely occurs, and is not 
usually the reason to r letter sub­ 
stitutions. 
High palate may be a 
cause, and a defect in the teeth 
also, 
when one with false teeth 
removes his plates, he always lisps. 
Oilier physical defects are more 
likely. 
Form* of deafness, which 
are unsuspected, such as inability to 
hear high notes, may be present 
High frequency deafness doe* not 
allow a child to hear the s sounds

makes it self-conscious and causes 
the defect to persist. 
Then the parents may think it is 
cute to have it lisp or stumble, 
and they follow each of its cute 
sentences with a repetition or en­ 
couragement to lisp. You have all

"Yeth. oo itll ” That s all 
right for a while, but it is fatal 
if continued into childhood 
Two Type* 
The clinics divide lisping into 
negligent and neurotic types. The 


negligent are the one* who let the 
condition go on. without even at­ 
tempting to correct it. 
Hie neurotic type may be most 
briefly described as the girl who 
(thinks It cute to lisp. She can get 
things out of life better that way.

With these elementary principles, 
the treatment should be plain.
